A drought, eh? 

Well, there have been 
droughts in this semi-aild land 
that have changed the course 
of Its history. Probably the 
most severe of these was the 
Great Drought that bleached 
the land from 1862 to 1864. 

During the winter of 1862-63 
no more than four Inches of 
rain fell. In 1864 there was no 
rain until March and that was 
not enough to green the graz¬ 
ing grasses. 

The Great Drought brought 
the end of Southern California’s 
"pastoral era” during which 
hundreds of thousands of heads 
of cattle ranged over the "cow 
counties.” 

And with its poverty and 
panic, the drought brought 
about an end of the great land 
holdings. The last of the na¬ 
tive land owners either lost or 
subdivided the remaining Span- 
Ish-Mexican grants. Southern 
California was to be cattle 
country no longer. 

Agriculture with forced Irri¬ 
gation was the next step in de¬ 
velopment. With it came the 
vast vinyards and citrus groves. 
And as the vines and trees 
are uprooted now to make way 
for Industry, we ourselves wit¬ 
ness the next step. Where will 
it take us?

Populatlon of Sierra Madre is 
now 7142. 

This is the estimate made 
this week by the County Re¬ 
gional Planning Commission in 
its quarterly report of popula¬ 
tion. 

Last July the estimated popu¬ 
lation for the city was 7044. The 
official U.S. census for April, 

1940, showed a population of 
4581. 

Since 1940 the number of Turn to page six- 
homes in Sierra Madre has in¬ 
creased by 662. In 1940 there 
were 1767 dwelling units. Last 
July there were 2429, according 
to the Regional Planning Com¬ 
mission. In July of 1947 there 
were 2141 dwelling units. 

“Of the total population 
growth in the county between 
April 1, 1940, and September 1, 

1948, about 21.3 per cent has 
been due to a natural Increase 
(an increase in births over 
deaths), while the remainder, 

78.7 per cent of the total, was 
because of immigration,” the 
report said. 

Arcadia’s population is now 
20,524; it was 9112 In 1940. Mon¬ 
rovia’s population is estimated 
at 19,550, while in 1940 it was 
12,807. The total Monrovia area 
population, Including Sierra 
Madre, Monrovia, Arcadia and 
county territory, is 81,776. It 
was 32,813 in 1940. 


Barter Declared: ' 

"I don’t feel that there is a 
need at this time for joining 
the Metropolitan Water District. 

"Efforts ore being made to 
provide additional water for the 
city. Studies are now underway, 
and have been for some time, 
which we hope will carry us 
through the dry cycles such as 
we are now in." 

The councilman pointed out 
that the costs of getting Met¬ 
ropolitan water into the city’s 
mains would be almost prohib¬ 
itive in view of the fact that 
the city is not now "water 
starved” and that Sierra Madre, 
at least, has not exhausted 
every means of additional water 
supplies. 

He added that “to better our 
position in claiming water 
which we have conserved 
through use of our spreading 
grounds, we will now, for the 
first time, have an approved 
measuring device. The meter 
has been purchased and will be 
installed in about 2 weeks.

Ninety-five of the two hun¬ 
dred paintings originally 
brought for safekeeping to the 
United States from Germany 
during the war, will be shown 
at the Los Angeles County Mu¬ 
seum in January in one of the 
most important art exhibitions 
to ever be held in Southern 
California. Retained in this 
country after the other hundred 
and five paintings had been re¬ 
turned because of age and frag¬ 
ility, these master works are 
having a limited circuit tour of 
only fourteen major American 
museums before being sent 
back themselves to their own 
repository, the Kaiser Friedrich 
Museum in Berlin. This is the 
first time that almost half .the 
contents of a great European 
museum has been deposited en 
bloc on American shores. 

The collection, valued at over thrive carefully 
twenty million dollars, was dis¬ 
covered by the American ar¬ 
mies in a salt mine at Markers 
in 1945 as part of a cache which 
had been hidden by the Ger¬ 
mans as a precaution against 
the bombing of Berlin. It was 
later shipped to this country on 
an Army tran.sport, and housed 
in the National Gallery, Wash¬ 
ington, where it was exhibited 
to the public for a month. As 
part of one of the greatest mu¬ 
seum collections in the world, 
built up under the reign of the 
grandfather of the late Kaiser, 
the ninety-five paintings rep¬ 
resent a cross-section of four 
liundred years of the best in 
European art. 

The exhibition, which comes 
to the County Museum as one 
of the leading museums in the 
limited tour of the masterpieces 
which will all be sent back to 
Germany next year, will be of¬ 
ficially opened with a United 
States Army ceremony on the 
'Iront steps of the building at 
10 o’clock, .January 4. 

From then on until the night 
of January 22, the Museum will 
be open to the public twelve 
hours daily and Sunday, with 
an admission price of thirty 
cents for entrance to the galler¬ 
ies housing the Berlin paint¬ 
ings, the proceeds of which go to 
the benefit of the children’s 
fund in the American Army 
zone of occupation in Germany. 

The hours will be from 10 a. m. 
to 10 p. m. Lectures and guid¬ 
ed tours will be featured in, 
conjunction with the exhibition 
of the master works. In antici¬ 
pation of the large attendance, 
arrangements have been made 
to increase the Museum’s guard 
service.

“I’ve taken ,1ust about every¬ 
thing up in these hills except 
mountain lion.” he reminisced.

"Sierra Madre is not in os 
critical condition as is La Can¬ 
ada. La Crescenta, Montrose 
and Altadena," Barter said. 
"Although I appreciate their 
position and realize their 
problems, I do not feel that 
we should at this time 
join with the Metropolitan 
Water district—^and I hope that 
that time will never come." 

Cost to tho city of joining the 
Di.striot would be high. The 
multi-million dollar project was 
started 20 years ago. Any city 
or area joining the District now 
would have to pay a propor¬ 
tionate share of past costs, and 
at the same time pay annual 
assessments. This would cost 
Siena Madre taxpayers approx¬ 
imately $25,000 a year. Barter 
said. 

In announcing the formation 
of the Foothill Water District 
As.soclation, Ralph Johns of Al¬ 
tadena, who reportedly was 
elected its chairman, said: 

"The water situation is such 
that we can no longer consider 
costs. These will be higher as 
populations increase, and we 
must foce this fact." 

Barter said that such a state¬ 
ment does not apply to Sierra 
Madre. It was understood that 
it would not be accepted as ap¬ 
plicable to Monrovia. 

As chairman of the City Coun¬ 
cil’s water committee, Barter 
was invited to attend the meet¬ 
ing along with representatives 
of other communities. But, he 
pointed out, attendance did not 
necessarily mean endorsement 
of policy presumably establish¬ 
ed at the meeting. 

In any event, he pointed out, 
Sierra Madre could not attempt 
to join the Metropolitan Water 
District unless it was approved 
by an election. 

To call an election by Initia¬ 
tive, a petition must be circu¬ 
lated and signed by at least 
10 per cent of the registered 
voters.

To keep the fire hazard In 
Christmas trees at its lowest, let 
the tree stand in water, United 
States Forest Service experts 
said today. 

They reached that conclusion, 
they agreed, after testing a 
number of chemicals designed 
to make the holiday trees less 
inflammable, only to find water 
the best deterrant. 

Other tips were; Buy a tree 
cut as recently as possible; cut 
off the end of the trunk dia¬ 
gonally at least one inch above 
the previous cut and stand it 
in a container of water. Keep 
the water level above the cut 
surface during the entire time 
it is in the house. 

This keeps the needles from 
drying and falling, and freshly 
cut spruce or balsam fir trees 
so treated will not be set fire, 
unless by a large source of heat, 
they advise. 

Other p r e c a u t ions against 
fire, must be taken for the 
trimmings.

CAINT PAUL In his niissionarv 

iourneys was .subject to many 
dtTngers. privations and hardships; 
blit he was fortunate in his friends. 
fRead Acts 18.1 

Wherever he went he made, or 
found, friendly Christian converts 
and hospitable homes Moreover, 
he seems to have been not only a 
welcome guest, but one easy to en¬ 
tertain: for wherever it was pos.si- 
hle he worked at his tent-making 
craft. 

Paul was strong for the doctrine 
that if a man didn’t work he had 
no right to eat. 

In all such matters Paul set a 
perfect example. He recognized 
that all men might not be as re¬ 
sourceful and efficient as himself, 
and he approved it as an ordinance 
of God that those who preached 
the gospel should live by the gos¬ 
pel IT Corinthians 9:141. But he 
took pride in the fart that he was 
able to support himself. 

This probably was easy when he 
stayed in Corinth with the Chris¬ 
tian couple. Aouila and Priscilla, 
for like himself they were tent- 
makers. and In that busy Grecian 
city there was prohablv plenty of 
sale for their product. There was 
an early Christian tradition to the 
effect that Priscilla was a Roman 
lady of some prominence, but 
Aouila was a .lew. and they had 
had to leave Rome because of a 
decree of the Emperor Claudius 
expelling the Jews from that im- 
pesisj city. 

The fact that the couple are 
referred to more often as Pris¬ 
cilla and Aquila. than as Aouila 
and Priscilla, would seem to sug¬ 
gest that the wife was the more 
forceful of the two. Chrysostom, 
one of the fathers of the early 
church, savs that it was Priscilla 
who gave the instruction to Apol- 
los in the Christian way (Acts 18: 
24-281. 

Undoubtedly this Christian cou¬ 
ple in entertaining Paul received a 
great deal more than they gave. 
To have in their home, and to work 
day by day with such a well-in¬ 
formed and noble Christian, must 
have been a very rich experience.

system of reservoirs, pumping stations and mains amounts to about 
$37 an acre foot for the current fiscal year. BUT— 

This cost would not be appreciably reduced even if the city joined 
the Metropolitan Water District. This amount would be added to 
the amount paid the District. 

This is because the District sells the water to the city, but the 
city must still maintain those pumping stations, those mains, those 
reservoirs and individual house meters. The city must still send 
out bills and collect the money. It all costs the same amount of 
money, regardless of the water source, to get the water through 
the city's pumps and to your faucet. 

Roughly, then, it would cost Sierra Madre $30,000 ADDITION¬ 
AL to join the District. 

If the alternative were becoming a desert, then it might be con¬ 
sidered a necessary investment. In the light of reality, however, it 
does not look like a good investment. 

It is not inferred that the Metropolitan Water District is an up¬ 
pity monopoly, but it IS choosy about who it takes into its fold. By 
itself. Sierra Madre wouldn’t stand a chance of joining. Nor would 
any other single community of the valley. That is why the com¬ 
munities of the Arroyo are so desperately attempting to gather 
about them likely initiates.
